Improvement has been shown In the
cotton yarn market during the last
week, according to the review of trade
for tho Philadelphia district by It. O.
Dun & Co.

There haa been better Inquiry nnd
continued buying of smnll Iota of yarn
for Immediate delivery nnd nome In-

crease In buying for fall delivery. Prices
are firmer with less tendency to cut
prices. There has been a greater sta-
bility In prices shown during tho last
week than for some time.

It In now belloved ln the trade that
bottom prices havo been reached and
more staple prices nre looked for. Prices
aro higher than they wero during the
similar period a year ago,

Conditions, nre Improving In textiles
as business uncertainties are disap-
pearing and conditions becoming moro
normal.

Continuing, the review goes on to say!
"Manufacturers of men's and boys'

clothing are virtually Innctlve. A num-
ber of buyers aro doing little purchasing
nnd nro not disposed to pay prevailing
prices. Sales aro small.
